Bob Oden, chairman of the Economic Devel¬ 
opment Committee, piqued interests of some and 
ruffled feathers of others at the Sierra Madre City 
Council meeting Tuesday evening when he pre¬ 
sented the culmination of the committees 11- 
month findings. 

The committee was established by the council 
and appointments were made in November, 1992. 

Objectives, as outlined by the council, were 
to recruit new businesses, find ways to retain and 
expand businesses and to identify new revenue 
sources. 

They soon split out into five sub-committees: 
business retention, business development, physi¬ 
cal facilities, non-retail and "blue sky" for new 
revenue. Soon they added another group which 
they called "facilities" and another, "city admin¬ 
istration, organization and marketing," and 
finally, projects for existing vacancies and ex-

panded vacancies. 

If those sound cumbersome, they are not, at 
least the way the committee members grabbed 
onto them and devoured them eagerly. 

Other members include Helen Elliott, Judy 
Webb-Martin, Frank Van Dongen, Gilbert Luc¬ 
ero, Susan Taylor-Colby, Don Murphy, Matt 
Agle, Gene Malone, David May, Bill Sullivan 
and Bill Wickings. 

Committee members were hard on the city 
when they cautioned that the city’s General Plan 
and Housing Element have not been approved by 
the state. They also asked why previous studies 
(i.e., MSI, provided about five years ago) have 
not been implemented. They said that there is no 
economic plan in the city for the future and that 
nothing has happened in the city concerning 
community and economic development. 

Oden, spokesperson for the group, accused 
the city of being anti-business, and called for a 
friendlier permit application process which now 
is "lengthy, inefficient and excessively time con¬ 
suming." 

He said that there is a "political instability

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that contributes to a negative factor for business 
and added "City policy — and decision-makers 
do not always consider broader issues of pro¬ 
jects." 

Oden said, "Projects with positive implica¬ 
tions and impacts on the entire community are 
often stalled and sometimes stopped by a small 
localized opposition." He called the Design 
Review Committee "a pseudo organization that 
leaves the city liable." 

What was some of the good news? 

Recommendations suggested establishing a 
Community Development Directorate within the 
city administration, a person who could report to 
the city administrator and who would back up the 
administrator. Oden suggested using CRA and 
restricted funds tor salary sources. 

Establishing an Economic Development 


Commission would provide a source to serve as 
an advisory body to the City Council, Planning 
Commission, Community Development director 
and citizens of the community to help determine 
the best use of our city’s resources and maximize 
opportunities for new and existing businesses," 
Oden said. 

He added that he would like to .see a "One 
Stop/Customer Friendly" permit process and 
attitude established, and that the committee would 
like to see the Design Review Commission 
reporting to the Planning Commission as a part 
of the permit process. 

Oden pointed out that 50 percent of the 
"fictitious name" listings in the paper didn't have 
a license. He suggested establishing a link with 
the Board of Equalization for resale permit

Pool closes for repairs 


Sierra Madre Municipal Pool was closed 
suddenly on Oct. 6 for 10 days by Steve Pock, 
building official, after be found some problems in 
the electrical lighting system there. 

Pock conducted an inspection of the under¬ 
water pool lighting electrical system and found 
several violations in the 1993 National Electrical 
code that had to be corrected immediately. 

A ground fault circuit interrupter was neces¬ 
sary and all electrical receptacles located within 
20 feet of the pool had to be protected by a 
ground fault circuit intercepter. 

Pock found that several electrical wiring 
connections had lo be closed off with a scotch 
cast resin. All light fixture sixikets which were 
cracked or broken were replaced by resin base 
insulators. Pock also said that a continuity check 
on a conductor must be provided. 

Donna Harriman. recreation supervisor for 
Sierra Madre. said tf U at the end of June, a staff 


person got a shock at the baby pool and that 
repair was completed. 

"We found the problem and the pool lights 
were turned off iir,:Tie..liHtely and haven't been on 
since," she explained "Steve s inspection was the 
follow-up for the rest of the electrical .system at 
the pool." 

The Sierra Madre Department of Building 
and Safety asked that all repairs be made immedi¬ 
ately. On that committee are Sandy Solis, Rich¬ 
ard Garcia, Delia Garcia-Moriel. Toni Buckner. 
Rita Reyes, Joanne Walters. Danny Rodriguez 
with Sean Joyce, acting city administrator, as city 
liaison. 

Harriman, wishes to apologize to the com¬ 
munity because she did not po.st the closure due 
to the quick action ot Pock. She said that anyone 
who came to the pool the morning of Oct. 6 
would swim free at the next session after Oct. 16 
to make up for the problem. 


Pasadena Boys Choir involves many local boys

With the upcoming audition for Pasadena 
Boys Choir on Saturday, Oct. 23, The News 
asked John Barron, director of the choir, for a 
little history on that organization. 

The audition is scheduled for 9:30 to noon at 
Chandler School, located at 1005 Armada Drive. 
There will be another audition a week later, on 
Saturday, Oct. 30, at the same time and place. 

Dr. John Henry Lyons founded the group in 
1925 and its progress ended in 1953 with Dr. Ly 
ons’ retirement from the Pasadena City School 
District. 

The group, which appeals to boys between 
the ages of 8 and 14 years, was reestablished and 
incorporated in 1971 by John Barron with only 
24 boys. The present roster now features 50 
youth from the San Gabriel Valley. Recruitment 
is often through local schools and at one time the 
choir was composed of 130 children. 

How are they chosen? On three levels, Bar¬ 
ron explained: by age and ability to fit into a 
program for beginners, intermediate and top lev¬ 
el, the last which is the concert group. 

How much musical experience must a boy 
have to audition? None, Barron answered. "Nine¬ 
ty-five percent of the children have musical 
ability so we ask for no previous experience lor 
our boys between the ages of 8 and 11. The older 
boys are in the concert group. Very few cannot 
use their voices in singing," he explained. 

Families who are interested in the audition 
structure should know that practice is one day a 
week for beginners and two days a week for the 
mid-level singers, both for about VA hours. On 
the concert level, students are expected to prac¬ 
tice two days a week, sometimes three days. 

Barron was a boy soprano as a child and 
continued his music into high school chorus. Af¬ 
ter doing undergraduate work at Lewis and Clark 
in Portland, with a second major in psychology, 
Barron spent four years in Portland with another 


entity before traveling to Pasadena in 1971. 

"It’s fun. It takes lots of energy," he said of 
his years of teaching. He also spent several years 
at Five Acres, a residential treatment facility for 
abused children. He did that for 10 years on a 
part-time basis before launching into the Pasade¬ 
na Boys Choir program. 

The "kind of kid we tend to attract" is the 
one who is highly disciplined, who knows about 
team effort, who has leadership ability, Barron 
said. Three of the alumni have gone on to attend 
West Point and one to Anapolis Academy, Bar¬ 
ron explained. 


One student, Tom Hodgman, received a fel¬ 
lowship for the doctoral program at Eastman 
School of Music, Barron said, and he expects 
Hodgman "to become one of the top musicians in 
the country." 

Barron said, "1 don’t encourage boys to go 
on in music but I don't discourage them either. " 
He explained that one of the big problems in 
California schools is the omission of music edu¬ 
cation at the elementary level "We are now be¬ 
ginning to see the results ot no background in

Several Sierra Madreans are asking 
why we had to pay off Nazerian Construc¬ 
tion Company of Glendale in the amount 
of $5000. It was that or than have him sue 
the city. 

Others have asked why we hired an 
inspector from Los Angeles County to 
ride shotgun on the Sturtevant/Oakdale 
improvements instead of staying in-house 
with one of our city engineering staff. 

The Nazerian bid was received by 
the extended deadline of Sept. 1; 
however, his bid came in much higher 
than the city expected for the job. 

When Perry C. Thomas Company of 
Arcadia bid $133,000, it was $27,140 
lower than the Nazerian bid. The city 
chose the lower bid. 

Nazerian threatened a lawsuit since 
his bid was received by the Sept. 1 
deadline while the other bid was received 
after that date. Since both bids were 
received after the original deadline, Aug. 
30, Kev Tcharkhoutian, Sierra Madre 
director of public works, decided that both 
bids may be rejected. 

City Attorney Charles Martin be¬ 
lieved that it was prudent to settle the 
claim for $5000 rather than go to court 
since court costs would far exceed the 
$5000, said Sean Joyce, acting city ad¬ 
ministrator. 

"In this situation, the city attorney 
was confident that the city would prevail, 
but litigation costs would far exceed 
$5000," Joyce explained. 

Concerning hiring the county worker, 
Tcharkhoutian said that no consulting 
company could do the inspection job as 
well and at the price of $15,000 as the 
county worker. Another construction 
company had proposed a cost of $25,000, 
far more than the city wanted to pay. 

"The county has a vast array of 
employees very knowledgeable in inspect¬ 
ing retaining walls. They are very strict 
on enforcing safety regulations and codes, 
more so than a consulting company." 

Tcharkhoutian concluded that Sierra 
Madre pays the county, not the individual 
inspector, so he does not receive double 
pay. He is on salary with the county. 

The wall in question, said Tchark¬ 
houtian, is a poured-in-place concrete 
retaining wall, very different from other 
block walls in Sierra Madre.

e You run a 24-page paper and you still 
don’t have enough room for editorial...that’s 
what happened to us last week. I had so 
many photos of the firefighters that I could¬ 
n’t give up the space for editorial, so here is 
our chance this week to give you more info 
since National Fire Prevention Week conti¬ 
nues through this week. 

• How old is the Sierra Madre Fire De¬ 
partment? It dates back 72 years, to January, 
1921, when an early morning fire destroyed 
the town’s bakery. There was only a hand 
hose cart and some chemical equipment 
available and the fire could not be con¬ 
trolled. 

• The Monrovia Fire Department was 
called to assist and, suddenly. Sierra Madre¬ 
ans realized that what they most needed 
was— yes, a tire department. 

• Art Udell, L.C. Brooks and Earl Top¬ 
ping were appointed by the Board of Trade 
to investigate the costs and possibilities of 
obtaining fire equipment. Within 36 hours a 
down payment of $2600 was raised through 
subscriptions for the purchase of an Ameri¬ 
can LaFrance fire engine. 

• On Aug. 26, 1921, a bond issue was 
approved and tbe purchase was obtained. 

• There were about 50 men representing 
all trades and businesses of the village who 
answered the call as firefighters. Forty were 
enrolled and 20 were placed on first call. 

• Soon plans were made to purcliase a lot 
where the old City Hall now stands. Enough 
money was raised to build walls and place a 
temporary floor over the basement. 

• Earl Topping became the first fire chief 
and he served until 1923. 

• In the ’30s, the members designed and 
built a first aid truck which continued to 
operate for several years. 

• During World War II, resources became 
a problem and emergency first aid care was 
taken over by the police department. 

• After the war, the department purchased 
a 1946 Seagrave and 10 years later, the city 
purchased a Crown Coach pumper. 

• In 1973, police cars were no longer 
used and it was obvious that the firefighters 
needed more information. 

• Two members were enrolled in the Em¬ 
ergency Medical Technician training at 
Pasadena City College. Fire Chief Charles 
Brown and Police Chief Tom Dendra work¬ 
ed out a system for response to medical calls 
to assist the police. 

• A year later, 1974, Brown purchased a 
1968 station wagon to carry all the medical 
equipment and in the first year of the opera¬ 
tion, the EMTs answered over 200 calls. 

• Sierra Madre Kiwanis Club in 1976, un¬ 
der Sam Tesoro, led a campaign in which 
$20,000 was raised in 10 weeks to purchase 
a new and modern vehicle. 

• A year later, a Crown Coach was pur¬ 
chased and at that point medical responses 
were elevating so that from that year the 
responses have averaged more than 550 a 
year. 

• A new ambulance, costing $35,000, was 
put into place, and on Aug. 14, 1983, the 
ambulance was put into service. 

Today, the department has four fire 
engines, 41, 42, 43, and 44; Truck 41, a 
water tender 41, the 1946 Seagrave which is 
Engine 44R, Unit 42, a pickup, the O.E.S. 
1969 pumper; Rescue 41 and 42, both of the 
latter, ambulances. 

• Sierra Madre Fire Chief Edward D. 
Tracy was elected Sierra Madre’s chief on 
Feb. 13, 1987, following at least 23 years of 
fire service in other parts of the nation. 

• He began his fire service career in 1969 
with Nassau Book and Ladder Company No. 
1 of the Valley Stream (N.Y.) and attended 
the Nassau County (N.Y.) Fire Service 
Academy. He quickly moved up the ranks 
and was promoted to the position of captain 
in 1976. 

• When he was relocated to Los Angeles 
with Paramount Pictures Corporation, he 
moved to Sierra Madre as soon as he 
learned that the town had a volunteer fire 
department. He became a member in July 
1981. He served as firefighter, lieutenant, 
battalion chief and assistant chief before 
becoming chief 

• Who makes up this department? Assis¬ 
tant chiefs are Bob Spears, Tony Lerner and

Henry Bettler’s store

continued from last week... 

There was never a large inventory of 
canned fruit. Most housewives canned their 
own and Mr. Bettler was partly responsible. 
In late summer, dozens of wooden baskets 
arrived at the store, containing several variet¬ 
ies of peaches and pears. They were always 
completely sold out, along with a great many 
sacks of sugar. Because of the lack of refrig¬ 
eration, fresh produce was not featured, and 
everybody in the village had their own gar¬ 
den. In the winter, potatoes and cabbage were 
available, although the villagers raised both. 

Mr. Bettler was a product of his times, 
and the likes of his store has not been seen for 
many years, nor will it ever be seen again. 
Our town did not have electricity or running 
water until 1913, but his whole establishment 
operated with well water and kero.sene lamps. 
With what now seems very primitive equip¬ 
ment, he brought to the village a remarkable

service, and their lives were the better for it. 
Long hours, hard work and dedication made 
it a most successful operation, but he could 
not do it today. Rules, regulations, taxes and 
inspectors would shut him down. Many years 
after he retired, another villager tried to open 
a butcher shop, supplied with his own beef 
and pork from his own farm. He was shut 
down almost before he had opened for busi¬ 
ness. Times had changed. 

I have nothing but fond memories of 
Henry Bettler and his store. I still remember 
the smell of the ground coffee, the cheese and 
cookies, the candy counter and most assured¬ 
ly, that of the steaming hot bologna and the 
fragrant, spicy sausage. But there is another 
memory, that of a small boy with a beautiful 
dog by his side. Both are waiting expectantly 
while John Miller wraps up a package of 
bones. Recollections such as these take away 
the burden of years.

The offspring are always welcome to stop 
unexpectedly for a meal - except some time.

We don’t schedule this BB dish often, but 
when we do, it’s because we really like it. 

It’s innocent enough - one small can of tuna, 
drained.

One-half can cream 
of chicken soup (or mushroom or celery). One 

tablespoon milk. Mix together. Spread on four 
half hamburger buns, slightly buttered on the

I know how that works. There were seven of us 
Depression children. Mom fed us all with magic 
menus like, she joked, recipes made from wind 
pudding and rabbit tracks.

Herb flavorings were generally expensive. 
But sage grew on the prairie, free for the gather¬ 
ing. So we flavored sage with sage, and then 
drank sage tea as a panacea for all complaints. 
Result? Sage is now off limits. 

We shook mulberries from the tree into old 
bedsheets, cleaned the berries, then canned them 
with a small piece of lemon and a stalk of rhu¬ 
barb. It was pretty good for the first week as 
dessert. The only reason 1 would eat it now is as 
an experiment. 

Remember the large flat cans of big sardines, 
packed in mustard or tomato sauce? They were 
standard Friday evening fare, with fried potatoes. 
I still like fried potatoes.

My dog gets recurrent anal gland infections. He is 
constantly getting them in^ed with antibiotics. 
What are anal glands and is there anything else we 
can do? I also have a cat. Do they have anal glands 
and do they ever have problems like this? 

Anal glands are small sacs lined with glandular 
tissues that lie on either side of the rectum with 
small ducts that lead to the surface. They function 
as a scent gland. Normally, these sacs are emptied 
when defecation occurs. Sometimes the secretion 
can become thickened or an infection can develop 
blocking the surface duct leading to rupture of the 
sac. There is a surgical procedure to remove the 
anal sacs. This is usually reserved for those cases 
that are chronic and are not well controlled with 
infusion and/or oral antibiotics. Cats also have 
anal sacs and can have the same problems dogs do. 
It is important if you see your dog or cat licking and 
chewing excessively at his tail or rectal area or 
scooting his rear end on the floor that you have his 
anal sacs checked and expressed by your veteri-

The thrill was 
to actually see the peo¬ 
ple who were just voic¬ 
es ordinarily, to watch 
the antics of the sound 
man—no recorded tapes 
in those days—and see 
the mechanics that pro¬ 
duced the effects that 
seemed so effortless on 
the radio. 

"The 1940s Radio 
Hour" which is now 
running at the Candle¬ 
light Pavilion at Gris¬ 
wolds in Claremont, is 


an attempt to recapture 
the feel of those shows. 
It is made more difficult 
by the absence of the 
unique audience they 
had, fans who burst into 
the studio, jostling for 
seats, thrilled and excit¬ 
ed, applauding madly as 
well-known names ap¬ 
pear. A dinner-theater 
audience is not like that. 

The characters in the 
show are all familiar 
types, the crusty custod¬ 
ian, the ambitious er¬ 
rand boy, the business¬ 
like sound man, the glib 
producer-announcer, the 
rising child star, the 
sexy comedienne, the 
Como-Sinatra type 
crooner, and so on. We 
see them as they drift 
into the studio on a 
snowy December even¬ 
ing in 1942, carry on 
their personal needs and

moments when they are 
not performing on "The 
Mutual Manhattan Var¬ 
iety Cavalcade," and 
drift out again into the 
New York night. 

The best thing about 
"Radio Show" is the 
music. There are spirit¬ 
ed renditions of "Kala¬ 
mazoo," "Blues in the 
Night," "How High the 
Moon," "That Old 
Black Magic," "Boogie 
Woogie Bugle Boy," 
and many others, as the 
performers shift into 
various combinations 
and backups. 

1 don’t recall from 


experience that there 
was much attempt to 
entertain those live 
audiences visually, but 
some dancing during the 
instrumental numbers 
makes a kind of sense 
and in the Pavilion’s 
show it seems well mot¬ 
ivated and appropriate. 

The resurrection of a 
number of authentic 
advertisements of the 
period is fun.

The only real draw¬ 
back—and it is a serious 


one—is the relentless 
search for howls of 
laughter as opposed to 
smiles of recognition. 
Maybe the director felt 
that there were too few 
people who would still 
remember. There is a 
natural humor in the 
details of radio produc¬ 
tion, all aimed at the 
way it sounds, not how 
it looks, and "Radio 
Show" does have a 
sketch of plot—a musi¬ 
cian in uniform who is 
leaving for duty on the 
morrow, popularity both 
rising and on the wane- 
but laughter stretched 
for is always embarrass¬ 
ing. A comedian who 
drops his pants to get 
laughs into a comic 
verbal exchange—and 
doesn’t get them—is 
painful, not funny. All 
the actors, e.specially the 
radio performers, have 


been encouraged to 
make caricatures of 
their roles and few of 
them seem comfortable 
doing it. This makes 
those who settle for 
subtlety stand out, and 
look much more relax¬ 
ed: Vanetta Green as a 
blues singer, Edward 
White as the old timer, 
Christopher Johnston as 
a likable and versatile 
young man. Bets Mal¬ 
one as a Judy Garland- 
type. 

One hopes they will 
all find a middle ground 
they can enjoy and let 
the amusement, nostal¬ 
gic or educational, tall 
where it may.

issuance. "Many contractors aren’t licensed. We 
need to enforce permit requirements for contrac¬ 
tors, commercial vehicles, home-based and 
‘cottage type’ businesses operating within the 
city." 

Why don’t we have a marketing plan? Who 
is marketing the city, attempting to infuse new 
businesses and to keep businesses from moving 
outside of town? 

Oden suggested potential development oppor¬ 
tunities: North Baldwin, behind Kersting Court 
and on the south side of the Mariposa Parking 
lot. 


Some of the recommendations for a vision 
and theme were wrapped around artist and craft 
shops, mountaineering and hiking-related. Bed 
and Breakfast accommtxlations, specialty focused 
gift shops, book stores, possibly with entertain¬ 
ment and light food fare.

Law enforcement people from 26 cities, 
representing four counties, are meeting in Sierra 
Madre for three different sessions of training, 
concerning proper Jail protocol. 

The Sierra Madre City Council chambers 
were nearly filled Friday when Bill Baber, re¬ 
tired captain from the Sonoma County Sheriff s 
office, talked to the group. Since his retirement, 
Baber has operated a law enforcement training 
company. 

Other dates when the.se sessions will be held 
are Oct. 21 and 28. 

Neil Zinn from the State Board of Correc¬ 
tions in Sacramento, oversaw the operation Fri¬ 
day. 

John Thurman, Sierra Madre’s interim police 
chief, organized the sessions. Zinn is the field 
representative involved in implementing mini¬ 
mum Jail standards. As inspector of Jails, he 
looks for possible problems that could hold small 
departments liable. 

"I’m here to sit in on this training for com¬ 
munities," Zinn explained. "1 provide courtesy 
inspections of the physical plants in these cities. 
Fortunately, John (Thurman) saw the need for 
this type of training and put together these ses- 


Counties represented are San Diego, Ventura, 
Riverside, and, of course, Los Angeles. About 
90 participate in each session. 

"People who supervise Jail inmates must have 
eight hours of training in such topics as Jail 
liability, suicide prevention, policies and proced¬ 
ures, and fire safety. These facilities are tempor¬ 
ary facilities that hold an inmate for 24 hours or 
less," Thurman explained. 

Jails are classified by the length of time an 
inmate is held, i.e., the time when inmates who 
have been convicted and are jailed temporarily or 
those who are jailed prior to sentencing. 

"John’s experience with the Los Angeles 
Sheriff’s Department influenced him in the need 
for this training. He came here and recognized 
the need for training because of the liability 
factor in the community. It was John’s initiative 
in getting it going," Zinn said. 

All of Sierra Madre’s law enforcement of¬ 
ficers will attend one of these sessions. 

A U.S. Marshal’s office representative at¬ 
tended the session last week because that de¬ 
partment also has holding cells.

Wend your way down 
through the myriad of 
gleaming structures 
which now paint the 
skyline of Downtown 
Los Angeles and settle 
yourself to the south, 
where it all started. 
Climb to the sixth floor 
in an antique office 
building at 315 West 
Fifth Street and you’ll 
land yourself in a show¬ 
case of writing instu- 
ments known as The 
Fountain Pen Shop, 
started and managed for 
many years by the Sier¬ 
ra Madre-based Krinke 
clan. 

Third generation Fred 
Krinke, who now lives 
in Arcadia with his 
wife, Margaret, runs the 
business that was started 
by his grandfather in 
1922. Shop business is 
presently re^'iving, in a 
throwback ‘o the great 
days of fountain pens. 
During the 1920s and 
’308, according to the 
shop’s archives, fre¬ 
quent clientele included 
such celebrated person¬ 
alities as Irene Dunne, 
Rudy Valle and Rud¬ 
olph Valentino. 

Who visits today? The 
Pen Collectors of Amer¬ 
ica, for one. The 500 
members of this group 
are singlehandedly dev¬ 
eloping a renaissance of 
writing instruments. It’s 
not an inexpensive 
proposition, either: 
Krinke’s catalog boasts 
a Solid Gold Solitaire 
pen, " a Jeweler’s mas¬ 


terpiece" in 18-karat 
solid gold with a gold 
nib and platinum inlay 
retailing for $8500. 

For those who prefer 
to write with antiques. 
The Fountain Pen Shop 
has developed seminars 
on restoration of vintage 
pens. The pens are no 
mystery to Krinke. 
"I’ve virtually been in 
this business my entire 
life," he said, having 
started with his father 
on a part-time basis in 
the ’40s. 

Krinke runs The 
Fountain Pen Shop with 
four full-time employees 
and an independent 
contractor. Most of his 
business, he says, is by 
word of mouth. The 
shop also distributes an 
extensive catalogue, 
with most pens retailing 
in the $100 to $500 
range, ball points run¬ 
ning considerably less 
expensively. 

Bob Tefft, a friend of 
the business, describes 
the store floor as a 
museum of sorts: "Pass¬ 
ing through the door 
transports the collector 
out of the present time 
and into a wonderful 
realm where the Golden 
Age of pens is still very 
much alive. 

"Here, the furor over 
the radical filling mech¬ 
anism of the Vacumatic 
pens is as palpable as 
the excitement over the 
Centennial Duofold. 
The walls still ring with 
the stir created by the 
’51’s hooded nib, and

the impact of Sheaffer’s 
introduction of its 
"streamlined’ styles can 
still be felt. 

"The collector is 
confronted, not with an 
isolated Waterman here 
and an Eversharp there, 
but with the entire 
history of the American 
fountain pen, intact and 
vital." 

Several of the pens in 
Krinke’s special "exhib¬ 
it" were the personal 
writing instruments of 
celebrities and important 
historical figures. Land 
baron Lucky Baldwin 
wrote with a Pelican 
pen and pencil set. 
Leland Stanford Jr. used 
a Waterman Sterling 
model 442 Safety Pen 


as president of the 
Union Pacific Railroad. 

In addition to pen 
products and collec¬ 
tions, Krinke offers a 
complete repair service 
at the Fountain Pen 
Shop, including a re¬ 
storation service. 

"For lovers of vintage 
writing equipment," 
said Tefft, "A trip to 
Fred’s shop is pure 
pleasure—an experience 
to be eagerly awaited 
and savored in anticipa¬ 
tion, and more than a 
few casual neophytes 
have been converted by 
a single visit."

Graffiti Prevention Ordinance 
passes ftrst reading 


The Graffiti Prevention Ordinance, which 
was on first reading only. Tuesday evening, at 
the City Council meeting, points the finger at 
parents or guardians, charging them up to 
$10,000 for the civil damages of their children. 
It also warns tho.se who paint graffiti in the city 
(it Siena Madre that they might be levied fines or 
be imprisoned, or they might have to do court- 
mandated service 

f'he ordinance cautions retailers not to sell 
anv tvpe of paint or stenciling equipment to any¬ 
one under the age of 18 and requests that these 
retailers store these implements in a .secure lo¬ 
cation or under lock and key. 

Graffiti instruments are varied. They include 
aerosol containers of all kinds, felt tip markers, 
paint sticks, etching instruments "or any other 
device containing paint, ink, chalk, dye or simi¬ 
lar substance." 

Graffiti is the unauthorized drawing to any 
surface by any of these implements which could 
also include glass. Although Sierra Madre has 
had few problems with graffiti, any graffiti is too 
much, according to the average Sierra Madrean. 

The ordinance also warns owners or tenants 
of property in Sierra Madre that graffiti must be 
cleaned up within seven days. Those who don’t 
follow this rule should be warned that the city 
will cite him or her for up to $100. Anyone con¬ 


victed of not cleaning up the graffiti for the 
second time will pay $250, and for the third 
time, $500. 

At that point, the guilty ones are cited for a 
misdemeanor, and the price goes up to $1000 or 
imprisonment of up to six months, or both. 

Those who are caught defacing property with 
a graffiti implement are guilty of vandalism, and 
the conviction could mean prison for a year or a 
fine of $5000. No more than $50,000 will be lev¬ 
ied against the guilty person. 

Those who do not clean up their property 
will have a lien recorded against the property for 
the recovery of costs. 

If a guilty minor is unable to pay a fine, his 
or her parent or guardian is liable. If the parent 
or legal guardian cannot make the payment, that 
person will be expected to clean up the graffiti. 

For each conviction of a person between the 
ages of 13 and 21 , driving privileges will be re¬ 
moved or a delay in issuing the drivers license 
will be enacted. 

Any merchant who would find it difTicult to 
put under kx;k and key the graffiti implements 
will contact the police chief who will determine 
whether or not that merchant may be exempted 
from lockup. This exemption refers to stores. 

It’s a go(xl, tough ordinance, the kind Sierra 
Madreans will undoubtedly welcome.

An ordinance that will 
apply the utilities tax to 
cellular access charges 
was introduced by the 
Arcadia City Council at 
its meeting last week.
